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ABSTRACT 

A system of identification and notification designed 
and isplemented at Southveste ini College to speed supportive services 
to the disadvantaged and handicapped students in vocational prograas 
is discussed. The systes is coaprised of the following procedures: 
(1| Self-identificatioi* (Student Services Information Porn filled out 
by each student at registration or readnission) ; (2) Computer 
Processing and Identification (student master file record) ; (3) 
Criterion for Establishing Disadvantagements (econooicr 
social-cultural language, academic, handicapped); (4) Beports and 
worksheets; (5) Descriptive Data; (6) Supportive Services; and (7) 
Evaluation. Data obtained are illustrated by tables, and appendixes 
provide the Student services Information Form and the Counseling 
worksheet for Disadvantaged students. (D6) 
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Huriug the 1973-74 academic year, a system of identification axid 
notificatiflii laaa designed and in^deinsnted at Scxathsrfestem Cblloge whidbi 
was directed tcward speeding stiJportivD services to the Disadvaiitaged 
and Handioas^ stcKSsnts in Vocaiional 

Itee Califiomia State Plan for ^tooational ESuoation ocjntains the 
follemng definitioons: 

Disadvantaged persons. Pecsons \^ have acadexnic, socioeoo- 
nomicr cultural, or otbar handle^ that prevent thm 
fcon stxsceediijg in regular vocational education programs 
desigxied for prisons wltiiout such han3ic^qpsr aj)d whD for 
that reason require s p e cia lly designed educational pro- 
granis, related services, or both in order for thm to 
henef it from a voaational education or consumer and horos- 
making education program. The term inclides persons whose 
needs for such programs or services result from poverty, 
neglect, delinquency, or cultural or linguistic isolation 
fecm the ooransunity at large, but it does not include 
fj^ically or mentally handicapped persons unless sudi 
persons also suffer ^cm the handicap described in this 
paragre^. 

Kandice^jped persons. Mentally retarded, hard of hearing, deaf, 
speech ijipaired, visually handio^f^, csnotionally disturbed, 
crippled, or other liealth iirpaired persons \^ by reason of 
their condition cannot succeed in a regular vocational or 
oonsuTJer and honGmaking education ptogrnm without special 
educational assistance or who require a ntxHf icd vocational 
or oonsmiea: and horacma3dng education program. 

^Phese definitions ware operational i zed at Southwestern CbUege 

implcsnenting the foUowing procedures: 

Self "Tduntif ication ; The StucJcait Services Informtion Form (SSIP) 

was filloii out by each studcait at registration (Si:>r5ng, 1974) 

or wlxui ho c^jpliod for aduission (Pall, 1974). The form (see 

Appsndix A) was oompletod by all now axrl retunung students. 
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0.{estions relative iao hous^)oM iucxano and self perosptions 
of language, soci£a and academic disadvantages were solicited. 
In addition, infonoation was gathered relative to pi^sical 
haaadio^. 

2. Panputer Prooessincr and Idaitificatians A ccatputer card is 
pundied }3p frm the SSIF and loaded into eadi student's master 
file record through his social security ntnfcer. h student's 
Plaoeraent Otest soores in itoglish (CEPT) , Reading (Nelson-Demy) , 
and mth (Southwestern Gollege J&th Department) are also loaded 
into the loastar fUe. 

This inf oxmtion is processed and iised in connection with 
criterion for certain types of disadvantagenisnts to generate 
lists, wor)csheets and statistdcal surnnaries to be xis^ by tOie 
ODllege staff. 

3. Criterion for Establishincf Disadvantacremsnts: Bie following 
criterion were used for identifying and classifying the disad- 
vantaged student. 

Bconanic - Tba 1973-74 Basic BOP Guidelines were used to 
classify u student as eooncndcally disadvantaged. A dependent 
student v«to reported coning fron a family of four or more vdth a 
family income of less than $5,000 would be classified as eoonoitt- 
ically disadvantaged. The EQP GuideUnfss for 1974-75 have been 
nt>dif iod and the classification standards will be altered to 
reflect this diange. 

Social-Cultural Language - These forms of disadvantagcsuont 
w«2ro identified by the student himself through the SSIF filled 

o 
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out at registration (S^arfug 1974) or with his aHpUcation for 
Aftnissiwi (Fall 1974) . (See Appendix A, questions 4 atx! 5.) 

Acadonic - Studonts ware classified as Acadafnically Disad- 
vantaged if thsy fell below osrtain cutr-off scores <m ti» 
College's Pladanant ITests. In ooosultation with counselors 
and instructional staff, scored ware set at ^ follcawing levels.

In the judganoit of the Math D^artmsnt, the HgAix test 
score lowsr than 9 on Part I w:nud indicate difficulty in dealing 
with basic arithnetic pcoiblans. 

Handic^:ped - This infonnati > i»s also obtained fxam the 
student himself through the SSIF Infonnaticn relating to the 
use of or need for ig>ec3a1 equijsnent was solicited. 
Rei?orts and Wexcksheetss One major prodiwt of t3» ooraputerized 
identification system is tte counselor worksheet (Appendix B) . 
!Ihis sheet was produced for each student vAio was disadvantaged 
by ai^ one of the cri ter ion mentioned above. An asterisk was 
printed on tiie sheet to show the disadvantageinent(s) of the 
student. Jiiportant information relatiing to the student is re- 
corded on the -sheet for the use of the counselor In working with 
the student. Also, a large blank area is left on each sheet for 
the use of the counselor. In th© Spring of 1974, the past records 
of students were recorded on the shee;^* 

Ihe tfrx> examples in Appendix B show two actual worksheets 
and hoi^ they were used by the counselors. (Name, address, phone.

Msra also pxovi^ hy ccnpiiter p gogrdta s written to x^^port data 
listed on the master file. 
5- Dascriptive Data: 'Hha Day stutot popilatim contains an esti- 
mated micber of 4194 separate disadvantagements. ihe actual 
nacber of students vftio are disadvantaged hy at least one criterion 
is estimated to be 2070. In otter wids, using thm 1973-74 cri- 
terion for identifying disadvantaged studaitsr approximataly 42% 
of our Day student po^Oaticai could be classified as disadvantaged 
in seme way.

- Effective si^^xjrtive services delivery system 
Ohe najor weaknesses of tiio ^stenj were ti^ follaving: 

- only partial resixanse (40%) 

- Some bed data as a result of collecting Hm data 
at registration 

- Some weaknesses in tte methods used by onaiselors 
in oontacting students 

- Data availalile to counsolocns too late in the ssnester 
to help some students 

- Lack of discrimination botwaen stidents witli multiple 
disadvantagoncnts and one disadvantage. The sttdents 
vtere claf>sifiod sjs disadvantaged aiKj then tended to 
be lisT^xxi all together.

- All Day students «x^]ld be required to oonislote an 
SSXP at the saroB tim ha filed an j^nissiona 
XFCUcatlon* 'nda step %iould result in C3i>taini2ig 
virtually 100% of the data and should also pxoduoe 
hi^«r c^aaliiy infanation. 

- All cTHsiselors were instructed i^iain not to contact 
stutats directly ttu-ouc^ the mail or otherwise until 
he first chec^ tto p.^ogress of stutot with 
the iimtructicnal staff, 

- Prooedures were lait into operation that will allow 
counselors and ai&ninistration to have ^ i«ork- 
sheets^ lists and sunmari^ as close as pT^ihle to 
Ihe fourth week of iiistruction. 

- A prloritizatian siystem will be develuped in an 
effort to provide services first to the bUvtents 
who need it most. For exasog^, a itailtlply di^^-^d- 
vantaged stu«fent maid receive a higher priority 
than a singly disadvantaged student and students 
with lowest Plaoenmt ^Tsst socs:^ would be 
seen before the narginally low ability soores.
